VEKRAN JURIST 


GALLED BY DEATH 


|udge Goodwin of Plumas County 


Suddenly- Ends a Long and 


Honorable Career. 


SAN FRAVCISCO, March 7—At the 


ripe old age of. seventy-nine. Superior 
Judge J. D. Goodwin of Plum.is County, 
atlier-ln-iaw and former law partner of 
Attorney-General Webb, died at the lat- 
er's residence, 1513 Masonic avenue, on 
Thursday night. He had been in feeble 
lealth for years, but It was not until last 
Tuesday that the fatal sickness set m, 
following a long and 
tedious criminal 


trial over which he presided the previous 
day at Quincy, Plumas county. He at 
once left for this city to Join his wife, 


ho was a guest at her daughter's home, 


arriving here 'Wednesday. But he began 
sinking rapidly through the day, until the 
end came the following night. 


The venerable Jurist was a native of 


Carnbden, South Carolina, where he was 
liorn November 6, 1829. fa. 1850 he camp 
to California by the Horn route, going 
first to the Nevada, country gold fleld 
and later moving to Plumas county. 
Eventful Career. 


He was elected county ciert of Plumas 
county in tlie early fifties. At the enu 
of the term Judge Goodwin became a 
lawyer, beginning practice in Quincy;. In 
18C5 and 18tl« he was a member of the 
Legislature, representing the counties of 
PJumas and Lasaen. From 167o to 1S78 
the pioneer was district Judge of the dis- 
trict composed of the counties of Plumas, 
ja^sen and Modoc. Later he became a 
partner Ifi law practice with the present 
Attorney-General U. S: Webb. Tho part- 
nership continued from 1891 to 1102. In 
1905 
Judge Goodwin was appointed nj 
Governor Parflee to flll a Plumas county 
vacancy on the Superior Colirt 
bench, 
and was subsequently elected as his own 
successor at the ensuing election. He Is 
survived by his .widow, Mrs. Martha 
Goodwin, two daughters, Mrs. U. S. Webb 
and Miss Martha L Goodwin, anfl a son 
W N. Goodwin, a Los Angeles attorney 
He stood high in the Masonic fraternity 
being a Knight Templar ana a member 
of the M>stlc Shrine ' His funeral 
wil 
take place tomorrow afternoon under th< 
auspices of California Cammandery, K

street.

It appears that under 
the law any citizen is at liberty 
to bring a criminal charge in a 
case of this sort, and a few weeks 
back one E. P. E. Troy, a local 
lawyer understood to stand in cor 
dial relations with the graft pros- 
ecution, jumped into the matte- 
by bringing a suit against the 
Bulletin in San Francisco on the 
score of having libeled Tevis.

Here indeed was a pretty ket- 


tle of fish. Tevis'wished to pur- 
sue his own case in his own way, 
involving a trial not in San 'Fran- 
cisco, but in Kern county. 
The 


Bulletin apparently preferred to 
be tried on ground of i«s own se- 
lection, under the nominal initia- 
tive of a friend, and to pursue fhe 
matter at the hands of a friendly 
prosecutor and before a friendly- 
court. The whole matter as be- 
tween Troy and the Bulletin is 
generally interpreted as a collus- 
ive trick designed not in the in- 
terest of Tevis, but rather in the 
interest of the Bulletin itself.

brought to bar last week the **uc 
inwardness of the whole matter, 
with its fraudulent and farcical 
intent, was made plain.

The Exposure of Heney & Co. 


President Roosevelt's attention should be directed to-the affi- 


davit of Abraham Ruef filed in the Sari Francisco Superior Court 
today. He says Heney and Burns urged him to give false testi- 
mony against a number of prominent citizens on the ground that 
the President was backing the prosecution and desirous of see- 
ing the accused persons convicted. This statement is in part cor- 
roborated by articles printed in the special organs of the Spreckels- 
Phe'lan prosecution, alleging that the operations of Heney and 
Burns were directed from Washington and had the personal sanc- 
tion of the President.

Of course the charge that thf President meddled with pro- 


ceedings in the State courts and directed prosecution for alleged 
violations of State law is false. He believes in giving everybody 
a square deal. It is unbelieveable that he would countenance con- 
spiracies to suborn and extort false testimony 
or entertain 
the 


slightest s\ mpathy with felony compounding. The' shameful. im- 
munity bargains with Ruef and the boodling officials of San Fran- 
cisco are utterly opposed to every tenet of President Roosevelt's 
moral philosophy and his practice in public life. 


Heney and Burns have abused their connection with the'gov- 


ernment prosecution of land thieves by representing that thei^ 
corrupting and degrading tactics as agents of Rudolph Spreckels 
received inspiration and approval from the White House. 


Among the men to be disgraced and destroyed was the Gov- 


ernor of the State. He was to be deposed from the high office to 
which the people had elected him and thrust into prison in pur- 
suance of a scandalous political intrigue which had laid a corrupt- 
ing hold on the administration of justice and which was making 
judicial process reek with infamy. We quote from Ruef's affidavit: 


"I stated to said Burns that said statement was not true and 


that no money had been paid to me for said delegates or for the 
votes of any of said delegates, or for any matter in or about said 
Republican State convention. The said Burns did then and at 
other times state to me that the prosecution—especially said Heney 
and said Spreckels—were especially and particularly anxious to in- 
criminate said William F. Herrin, said E. H. Harrimau and said 
James X. Gillett. who had been elected and at that time was Gov- 
ernor of the State of California, and did further state to me that 
said Heney did have the support of President Theodore Roosevelt 
in that connection, and that said prosecution desired to overthrow 
the political power of said Herrin and said Harriman in the State 
of California.'' 


The statements which Ruef was ur»ed to swear to, and which 


he declares to be absolutely false, have been repeatedly printed in 
the Call, and Bulletin, special organs of the Spreckels prosecution, 
and have been the basis of a slanderous campaign throughout the 
State pretended to be in the interest of President Roosevelt as a 
candidate for a, third term. President Roosevelt's great name and 
exalted character have been employed to justify a campaign of 
moral assassination, carried on by methods revolting to the com- 
mon sense of decency and wholly subversive to every principle of 
justice and fair play. 
The men guilty of- the outrages charged 


by Ruef have slandered and misrepresented the President, and 
made a mock of his sterling sense of right. They have stolen his 
livery to cloak all manner of infamy. 


Nor can these men now assail the credibility of Ruef. 
Every 


known fact and the testimony of independent witnesses of unim- 
peachable integrity corroborate him. They intended to send some- 
thing like a score of the wealthiest and most prominent citizens 
of this State to prison on the strength of testimony they tried to 
buy and extort from him. The greater villain he confessed him- 
self to be the more convincing against others they expected his 
testimony to be. They conspired with him to have him plead 
giijlty to a crime of which in his plea of guilty he declared himself 
innocent, and in a written contract arranged to have collusive in- 
dictments found conjointly against himself and others, the latter 
to be convicted on his testimony and immunity granted to himself. 
Now that lie has exonerated the men, Spreckels, Heney and Burns 
sought to destroy, it does not lie in the mouths of this gang of 
exposed conspirators and corruptors of justice to impeach his 
statements. 
Again and again have they been exposed in false 


statements and disgraceful intrigues at war with the canons of 
decency and the letter and purpose of the law. 


Now that the light has been turned on the most infamous 


series of incidents in,the history of American criminal jurispru- 
dence, the President should take cognizance of the character and 
conduct of the men who have abused and betrayed his confidence 
»nd sought to make him a sponsor for deeds' and methods that his

cent of infection that a plague exists. What would 8 per cent mean? 
Dr. Long frays devastation -of the rity. Professor Loeb, of course, 
knows better than to believe what he himself said. He just got to 
talking and mixed up his facts. Just plainly made himself ridiculous. 


But the object of all this is to show that such statements do much_ 
harm. Were an ordinary man to make such a statement he would 
just be called-ignorant. - For-a savant like-Professor-Loeb, whether 
he qualifies it or not, such a statement is unquestionably the limit of 
harm-breeding. 
And aside from all this, it makes him ridiculous in 


the eyes of those who look up to him as a leader of thought and 
a guidance.

And there is still another phase. A graver element may be said 


to enter into the case. The danger of a plague has been exploited 
until it has spread far and wide. The strenuous notes of warning 
have been falling thick and fast and unquestionably there are many 
\vho feel nervous. 


We have accepted Dr. Long in Oakland as a man of probity, 


truthfulness, good sense and in a scientific way as an expert. 


He has told the people of Oakland that there was danger. 
He was believed. 
He has pointed out the safeguards and the requirements of
